The New Hampshire League of Women 
Voters have been most active in delving into the many facets of 
administration and functions of counties. Certainly if more citizens 
were to do this, we would have far more constructive suggestions. The 
knowlege that Counties should have home rule and become a strong tier 
of local government has been accepted in many areas. Legislation is 
pending and we urge all citizens to become familiar with it, we will do 
_ everything in our part to disseminate all information available. 

The Board of Commissioners have by the use of House of 
Correction prisoners in the repairs at the County Home and Nashua 
Court House under the close supervision of our maintenance crews 
during 1971, conservatively saved the County $30,000. We have found 
this use of prisoners has been more effective than the historical use of 
prisoners on farms. 

The Business office under the direction of our manager will, as of 
the first of the year have carried out the conversion to data processing 
of all payroll, budgeting and disbursement procedures. These 
procedures will only be appreicated as the year develops and yet that 
department managed to stay $3,000. under their appropriation. 

Our Register of Deeds office have completed their changover to 
Micro filming and are looking forward to next year when they expect 
income to exceed expenses. 1971 would have been better except for 
the price freeze imposed in August. 

Intensive planning and meetings have been held during 1971 to 
determine just what direction we will put our resources to use in years 
ahead. All indications point to a great need for expansion of our 
Nursing Home. 

In the field of corrections, we are working actively with all other 
New Hampshire County officials in bringing about a more economical 
and productive system of corrections. 

In our efforts to unify our operations, 1971 saw the first 
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purchasing agent hired for the home and hospital. Substantial savings 
should be forthcoming with the advent of central purchasing. 

Residents at the County Nursing Home are now enjoying the 
benefits of an occupational therapy program. A new workshop for 
them has also been created and other therapeutic type programs are 
now going on. 

Significant increases have taken place in our Donated Foods 
Program which distributes government donated basic foods to qualified 
and needy recipients. 

This program is designed to supplement a person’s funds which 
they spend on food items. The relaxation of income limits has been 
especially helpful to Social Security recipients. As County 
Commissioners we feel this is a far better method than food stamps or 
cash relief. 

In the last year we have gone from serving 6,000 to almost 7,000 
people, within Hillsborough County. This figure averages slightly more 
than 3% of the total population of the County. 

These and many more accomplishments have been made possible 
only by the cooperation and help from our Executive Committee, all 
County officials and employees. 

Our thanks also to the entire County Delegation and City and 
Town officials who have helped us through the trials and tribulations 
faced by elected officials in administering an operation of near 
$5,000,000.

The following is submitted as the report of the County Attorney 
and the Assistant County Attorney for the period commencing January 
1, 1971 and terminating December 31, 1971. 

Eight hundred and fourteen indictments and waivers of 
indictment were brought before the Court and settled. Many of these 
indictments resulted in trials. Additionally, two hundred and five 
appeals from lower Courts were presented to the Court. Many of these 
resulted in trials by jury and final dispositions were reached on all. 

Hearings were held under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement 
of Support act in sixty six cases. 

Investigations were made into thirty one vehicular fatal accidents 
in which thirty three people were killed. 

Investigations were also made into fatal accidents of a 
non-vehicular nature and these are as follows: 

Five people died as a result of fires; there were nine drownings, 
two suffocations, two deaths as a result of falls. There was an airplane 
crash which took four lives. There was one accidental death by carbon 
monoxide poisoning. There were two people crushed to death in garage 
accidents. There was also an incident where several swimmers were 
struck by a motor boat resulting in the death of one of them. 

Intensive investigations were made into four accidental deaths 
resulting from overdoses of drugs. Route investigations were made into 
numerous deaths by suicide. 

In July an investigation was made into the attempted murder of 
a Manchester woman by her husband who committed suicide shortly 
thereafter. 

Also in July, an extensive investigation was made into the death 
of an individual in Hillsborough, New Hampshire who was shot by a 
police officer while fleeing from the scene of a crime. This death was 
ruled justifiable homicide. 

In October an extensive investigation was made into the deaths 
of Calvin Parker and Acting Police Chief Armand Roussel in Nashua. 
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There were also numerous arrests made in Derryfield Park during 
the summer of 1971 as the result of information provided by 
undercover agents of the New Hampshire State Police and as of the date 
of this report nearly all of these cases have been presented to the Court. 
It is the expectation of this office that such investigations will continue 
in 1972. 

There were numerous complaints made to this office relating to 
the illicit sale of drugs, pornographic literature and other matters too 
numerous to mention and as far as we are aware they have been 
resolved in an amicable fashion.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 
1971 


The Hillsborough County Sheriff’s Department has many varied 
duties. They come under two distinct sections, the Sheriff’s Office and 
the County Jail. The Sheriff’s Office handles all finances for the whole 
operation. 

We deposited to the account of the Hillsborough County 
Treasurer in 1971 the total amount of $67,954.77

In 1971 there were 812 Indictments in Hillsborough County 
Superior Court, and from these Indictments we picked up a great deal 
of work for which our department was not compensated, such as 
subpoenas for the Grand Jury and Criminal cases. A figure for these 
could run between 1500 and 2000 services. Also there were countless 
arrests on Criminal capias. For the New Hampshire Probation we 
collected arreages (cash due on non-support cases ) $12,292.02. This 
amount does not include money paid direct to the probation 
department thru our efforts. Also it does not include cases worked on 
and miles travelled where we were unable to locate the defendants and 
the warrants had to be returned to the courts. There were well over 100 
such cases. 

Other work incurred by this department which does not show in 
a general picture are 6 Bailiffs that we have working in Court whose 
salaries total about $38,000.00. Other hidden expenses coming from 
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Court work are overtime paid to deputies and guards from the jail 
transporting prisoners and guarding them in court, during trials, etc., 
transporting them to the House of Correction, State Prison, State 
Hospital. Often this transportation is a two-way trip. 

During 1971 we took trips out of State to pick up fugitives as 
follows: 


February 1,1971 Virginia $124.71 
June 17, 1971 Bangor, Maine 34.44 
August 2, 1971 Houston, Texas 773.89 
July 21, 1971 New York City 147.00 

Total $1,050.04 


We also did a great deal of free work for the Southern N.H. Legal 
Services. (This is a Federal Legal Service, created to provide legal 
services for indigent people and the U.S. Supreme Court has ruled that 
the County shall pay for their legal services. These fees amounted to 
$358.92 in 1971. We also have uncollectable fees from attorneys of 
$645.40. 

As long as Hillsborough County has a Jail the Sheriff is assured 
there will be no depression. This is a full time job 24 hours a day and 7 
days a week. During 1971 we had 764 prisoners, an increase of 267 
over the previous year. The number in jail on January 1, 1971 was 47, 
number of prisoners admitted since January 1, 1971 was 717. The daily 
average was 50. The largest in any one day was 59 and the smallest in 
any one day was 20. The number of prisoners discharged since January 
1, 1971 was 701, and the number of prisoners in Jail on January 1, 
1972 was 63. | 

We have made extensive repairs to the jail which were all very 
necessary, as this building was built 60 years ago. We had to repair the 
roof and this could be a continuing operation as it is a slate roof and at 
this age they are very hard to maintain. 

The cell block was painted, mostly by the inmates, and cost was 
kept at a minimum. Emergency lights were installed throughout the 
building. The inmates’ dining room had a wire gate on the south end 
and it was very poor security. This has been replaced by a heavy iron 
mesh, running up the ceiling. Stairs inside the cell block, 3 flights, had 
to be repaired as they were rusting away. Time clocks were installed 
throughout the building to insure it is being checked, as a fire watch, 
~and to tighten security. During the night, we call the Manchester Police 
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every hour, and if the call is not received, they check the jail 
immediately. 

In 1971 the income for the jail rose from $8560.75 in 1970 to 
$14,612.69. This was brought about by boarding prisoners from other 
counties and the N.H. State Prison at a rate of $10.00 a day. We are the 
only jail in the State who take women prisoners. Due to the increase in 
women prisoners, we were forced to hire a second matron and this we 
did by applying to the N.H. Manpower Commission and received a 
Federal Grant of $29,199.00 which runs to August of 1972. With these 
funds we were able to hire a Matron, a jail guard, and establish a Basic 
Training School to assist all Police Officers in Hillsborough County. For 
establishing the school we were highly commended by the Manpower 
Commission, due to the fact that a great number of people benefited by 
funding a single department. Details were sent in to Washington and it 
was used as a Model Project. 

These are the high spots-to put everything on paper would take a 
book. 

In running a Jail, we must all bear in mind we are not dealing 
only in Iron Bars and Brick and Motar, but Human Souls and Flesh and 
Blood.

REPORT OF THE MOORE GENERAL HOSPITAL 
February 10, 1972 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
of Hillsboro County, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


There have been changes at the Moore General Hospital this past 
year the first being the discontinuence of the School of Practical 
Nursing. The School was discontinued first for the lack of clinical 
experience for the students and secondly the projected financial cost 
would be prohibitive in a public institution. 

The change of status of the East Wing to long term care of the 
elderly was needed due to the increased demand for this type of care. 
The South Wing of the hospital is also being prepared for Geriatric 
patients. 

An In-Service program has been instituted to upgrade 
nurse-aides, to improve the care of the patients and instruct the dietary 
and housekeeping personnel in sanitary conditions in cleanliness. A 
drug program in modern medications has been instituted for all levels of 
nursing. This program has been extended to include the Hillsboro Home 
personnel. 
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The need for a physical therapy department for our Caron 
patients, we hope will be met by the establishment of an area for that 
purpose soon. 

The Moore General Hospital Associates have established a 
memorial Garden in memory of Marion G. Lamy, former administrator 
of the Moore General and also flowers and trees on the grounds of the 
Caron Building. It is interesting to note that this organization, over a 
period of eighteen years, has donated a sum of $27,693.05 for 
equipment for the betterment of patient care. 

Many organizations have provided music and gifts during the 
holidays for which we are truly thankful. 

Religious services are held twice a month. Rev. Francis 
O'Connor, our Catholic chaplain, and Rev. E. Young our protestant 
chaplain, make regular visits to all patients in the complex. We are 
saddened by the passing away of the Rev. Marcell Genereux this past 
year. 

On behalf of the staff and myself, | wish to express our deep 
appreciation to the County Commissioners, the doctors of the medical 
and surgical staff, to Thomas Bouchard, Administrator of the Hillsborough 
Nursing Home to the visiting clergy and to the employees of the 
hospital, whose joint efforts made the success of the hospital possible.

Department. The Moore General Hospital School of Nursing graduated 
its last class on August 13, 1971.

1971 REPORT OF THE HILLSBOOURGH 
COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


To: The Honorable Board of Hillsborough 
County Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit this summary of the activities of the 
Hillsborough County Cooperative Extension Service Staff for the year 
1971. 

The Cooperative Extension Service is an off campus educational 
program made available to the residents of the county. It is supported 
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cooperatively by the U.S. Department of Agriculture, the University of 
New Hampshire and the Hillsborough County Government. Extension 
Agents provide information and instruction in the fields of Agriculture, 
Home Economics, Forestry, Community Resource Development and 
4-H Youth Development work. The Hillsborough County Extension 
Agents are assisted and supported by a staff of subject matter specialists 
at the University of New Hampshire in Durham. The main Cooperative 
Extension Office is located in the Post Office Building in Milford, New 
Hampshire. Branch offices handling the Expanded Nutrition Program 
are located in the Court House in Manchester and at 111 Lock Street, 
Nashua. 

It is difticult to try and summarize a year’s work in a couple of 
short paragraphs. Active programs with twilight, all day and evening 
meetings were held with fruit and vegetable growers and dairymen. 
Homeowners clinics were arranged and during the year several hundred 
calls or visits requested by homeowners were handled. 

In addition a number or requests from Town Selectmen, 
Conservation Commissions and Parks and Playground Departments 
were received. A Small Engines course was arranged and a number of 
other special programs were participated in. 

The 4-H Development program is an educational program for 
youth regardless of age, race, creed, economic or social status. The 
present program is geared to the needs of youth and involves such 
diverse program areas as rocketry, nutrition, animals, mechanics, 
clothing, auto and bike safety, and includes a total of 110. In 1971 a 
total of 3051 youth were reached by one or more programs. 

A major innovation in the program is the development of a 
Youth Center in New Boston by the Hillsborough County 4-H 
Foundation. The 125 acre tract of land now includes three structures 
with more planned. The area is open and available to all youth groups 
and Scouts as well as 4-H have used the area. A two-week natural 
science day camp was held in 1971 and proved so successful that an 
expanded program has been planned for 1972. 

Youth and volunteer leaders are actively involved in program 
planning. The staff believe in promoting total leadership with the youth 
and adults they work with. Schools as well as local groups are actively 
involved in the 4-H program. 

More than 1500 women from 45 organized Extension groups 
participated in the Home Economics program this year. Over 40 
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different programs were offered. 

In addition to the regular Home Economics Program — sixteen 
women in Manchester and Nashua are working in the Expanded 
Nutrition program for Low Income Families. Through this program 
Extension Aides teach homemakers nutrition and how to feed their 
families. 

Although interest in the management and marketing of forest 
products remains important to the small woodland owner there has 
been a pronounced interest by a greater portion of the population 
concerned with the total environment. 

This increased concern for the environment has involved more 
than just trees. Important as trees are as a source of raw material there 
are other benefits derived from the forest that are just as important. 
Trees play an important part in renewing the oxygen supply, in 
protecting the sources of our water supply, harboring our wildlife, 
creating a place for recreation and, in general, satisfying the soul. 

The increased interest and concern has resulted in more people 
becoming involved. This is reflected in the creation and action of 
Conservation Commissions, Watershed and Land Trust associations and 
numerous other public and private groups. 

One hears of a greater concern for the land and how we use it. 
Inasmuch as the forests cover the largest portion of the land area it 
follows that foresters are becoming more involved with people and 
land. This is, perhaps, reflected in the amount of time we are spending 
with individual forest land owners as compared to groups and 
organizations concerned with the broader aspect of total land use. 

So-called “‘‘urban  forestry’’ is creating more demand for 
assistance. Lawn and street trees and aesthetics are as important to an 
urban dweller as a hundred acres of commerical forest is to a rural 
dweller. The population is increasing and with it a greater increase in 
requests for assistance of all kind. 

The following is a brief statistical summary of the assistance 
given during 1971.
